WRITTEN REPLY. 


Noone, in his written reply, respectiuuly re- 
munded the Board that he was away iroi his 
duties for three months last year with 
pneumonia, and returned to work m a weak 
state, and was not much good for at, least 
two months afterwards. It must not be said 
that he entirely neglected visiting. If that 
were so, many families with people at the 
front, etc., would mot be off his books. It 
was impossible to catch up all, and, to his 
mind, it was hardly necessary to visit people 
he met every other day in the street or saw 
twice a week at the depét. He did not for a 
moment suggest visiting was unnecessary: ut 
believed it was one of the pfincipal duties, 
and hoped to do better in. the future. There 
were 550 to 400 families on his book, and his 
district extended from Mount street bridge 
to Portobello Bridge down to Anglesea street, 
and then along the quay to the South Wall, tak- 
ing in the whole block, except from Charlemont 
street. Bridge, where he was im charge of one 
side and Mr. Williams the other. - it would, 
he was sure, be readily admitted that it was 
a tremendous district for one man to handle 
properly, considering that. he was two days 
a week in the Union and two days giving 
outdoor relief, one portion of the day at Péter 
street and again in the évening till 4 p.m., 
and possibly a day in the Police Court. 
Several messages requiring urgent attention 
were taken at his door. He deeply regretied 
that mistakes had occurred in the distribution 
of outdoor relief, and that some persons not 
on the books had received relief. If the Board 
considered his position in trying on each 
relief day to distribute, without any person 
to assist him, bread, tea, and sugar to a crowd 
of hundreds of people (many of them children, 
who had to be let off at once to go to school) 
they would readily see that it was impossible 
for him to refer to his books or make adequate 
inquiries in each case. He was constrained 
to depend on mémory and knowledge of the 
people for proper distribution, and it was due 
to-the fact that in these circumstamces he 
had to issue relief without due reference or 
inquiry that these mistakes had arisen. People 
in receipt of relief were constantly changing 
their addresses, and rarely notified him, and 
he was left to trace the changes himself. 
Herwe the errors in addresses in his books. 
They also acted under the pressure of the 
circumstances, even absolute hunger, and con- 
sequently they did not think whether they 
were doing rightly or wrongly, but tried to 
get relief under any circumstances. The 
result was that the officers were open to al! 
kinds of deception. In the matter of coal, no 
wrong distribution had taken place, none 
but those on his books amd living at the 
addresses given receiving coal. For six months 
ending September 30th his relief had been 
considerably reduced. 

Mr. O’Conor said that Mr. Noone certainly 


did not visit in eight cases, those whom he

Mr. Noone had not looked after the 
There were three poor women, and others, 
who, during this hard winter, when it had 
been wet and cold and perishing, had not had 
the coal the Guardians ordered for them. 
Why? Because Mr. Noone had not done his 
duty. To be perfectly candid, if Mr. Noone’s 
resignation was not handed in he would have 
a sworn inquiry into the general administra- 
tion of reliel in his whole district. Mr. Noone 
had at least five cases in which coal had not 
been delivered, and the poor people were still 
waiting for the coal. There was Kate 
Murphy, Brunswick street. Mr. Noone 
gave for her the address of a house—No. 305 
—which did not exist. There was 
no such number: he tried to. find 
himself. The woman lived at 
No. 205, and there were three other cases 
where people had not got coal, “There is the 
the man who is to blame primarily for it,” 
said Mr. O’Conor, “‘ and you are going to try 
and keep him in office.” (Impossible !). 

In reply to the Chairman, Mr. Néone said 
that he would await the course of events, and 
did not tender his resignation.

Mr. O’Conor—I don’t see how, in the face of 
that statement, you can say you know the 
people relief is going to. 

In transferring this case I 
made the not uncommon mistake of taking off 
the one that immediately follows. (Laughter.) 

Mr. O’Conor—The charge is that she got 
three weeks’ illegal relief, and she never got 
any, coal. ' 

6. William Doran. By error the address 
|jwas given as 7 Great Ship street instead of 
Little Ship street. 

7. Eliza Sheridan. I took her off my books 
when I discovered she had got the old age 
| pension. 

8. bridget Kinsella. She left my district 
without iny knowledge. Her children came 
for her, and received the relief with which 
she is charged. 

Mr. Williams concluded by regretfully ad- 
mitting that, had a proper system of visiting 
been observed, the above-mentioned illegal 
relief could never have continued undetected 
to be given over such a long peried. 
tenuating circumstances, he transferred at the 
close of the half-year 3550 cases of recipients 
of outdoor relief. As it was done in an 
ordinary week's work, unaided and unchecked. 
the possibility of error was obvious. In 
facilitating children to get away early to 
school he relied for distribution of relief 
largely upon his memory, and though the 
errors proved that it was disadvantageous 
there was a little to be argued in its favour.

He would not agree to any proposal 
that did not coptain some definite proposi- 
tion whereby the other cases weré investi- 
ated by somebody having no interest except 
finding out the truth. 

In Mr. Williams’s case he had not found 
any cases he visited in which there had been 
detriment to the poor. There had been 
robbery of the ratepayers.

Explanations that he was per- 
fectly prepared to accept had been given in 
three cases, but there were five cases where 
relief had. been distinct] given when 
the person had been dead and a 
case where a woman refused to take the 
relief sent to her. Was it a proper state 
of affairs that they should have the r of 
Dublin teaching honesty to their relieving 
officers by refusing relief senttothem? It was a 
scandal, and he could not speak too strongly. 

Alderman O’Toole’s amendment was passed 
as a substantive resolution by 16 votes to 14. 
Two Guardians did not vote. 

Relieving Officer Lawless admitted having 
siven an erroneous address in one of the 
cases against him, and Mr. O'Conor accepted 
the explanation given in the other. 

Relieving Officer Barton admitted failure to 
record a change of address in one case, and 
omitting to report change of circumstances in 
two others. He stated that, during the last 
fifteen months his duties Aad greatly in- 
creased, Owing to vaccination work and look- 
ing after the British-born wives of aliens. 

Mr. O’Conor said that Mr. Barton had not 
visited his cases, and had admitted it to him, 
and the failure of two women to receive Coa! 
was not due to him giving wrong addresses. 
Beyond the fact that Mr. Barton had not 
visited his cases there was no complaint to 
make, but, to be fair all round, he mentioned 
the cases he could not find. He was going to 
make no further inspections. ) 

The Guardians accepted. Mr. Barton’s ex- 

lanations, and an amendment, proposed by 
Mr. Moroney, and seconded by Mr. Perkins. 
that he be asked to resign, was defeated. 

Mr. O'Conor said that he had had the coal 
books made up to» December 24th, and he 
advised the Guardians to investigate the 
discrepancy between the relieving officers’ 
books and the amount of coal delivered, before 
it got beyond the possibility of putting things 
right. In Mr. Noone’s district the discrep- 
ancy was 101 bags, in Mr. Williams’ 242 
bags, in Mr. Barton’s 146 bags, and in Mr. 
Lawless’s ól bags. He did not believe there 
was any dishonesty, for the coal was at the 
workhouse now. 

In reply to Mr. Kelly, Mr. O'Conor said 
that on the provisions there was, he could say 
with positive knowledge, a loss to the rate- 
payers. 

The Chairman said that the Guardians were 
indebted to Messrs. Ganly and Anderson for 
taking up the matter, although subjected to 
annoyance inside and outside ‘he Board for 
doing so.

I 
opinion the” worst - possibleSway of ending 
the war was te recruit. the British Army 
to a point beyond that which our industries 
could stand, until we were obliged against 
our will to limit-our asgistance to the Allies 
in munitiéns, money, etc. (Hear, hear.) The 
bill before the “Honse--was- part of a step In. 
that direction. {Cries of “No, no.’’) 

THE POSITION OF IRELAND. 

So far as the position of Ireland was con- 
cerned, those who lived in that. country and 
knew the conditions there were perfectly well 
aware that conscription could never be ap- 
plied to the Irish people. Thé First Lord of 
the Admiralty, who was a man with a wide 
experience of Ireland, although no supporter 
of the Irish Party’s policy, told the House 
The Chief Secretary 
for Ireland also took the same view. Mem- 
bers of the Irish Party who knew that to be 
the case were naturally given an added motive 
to try and prevent conscription, which, they 
thought, was unnecessary and injurious, from 
being enforced upon Great Britain. 

All. their actions in the matter, includ- 
ing their decision not to vote against the 
‘second reading ef the bill, were controlled 
by the fact that they were as eager to 
end the war with victory to Great Britain 
and her Allies as any other section of 
the House, and they did not desire to in- 
flame bitterness of feeling, and aggravate 
the difficulty of the task. (Hear, hear.) 

He and his friends were very sorry to see 
the distinction which had been made between 
Ireland and.the other countries of the United 
introducing conscription for 
Great Britain. Hon. members might ask why 
it was that conscription was unthinkable for 
Ireland. That point had already been most 
ably dealt with by Mr. Birrell But he 
would remind the House that the Prime 
Minister had stated that conscription could 
not be put into operation m any country 
where there was not something approaching 
general consent to such a measure. If there 
were a General Election in Ireland to-morrow

SIR EDWARD CARSON’S APPEAL.

SIR JOHN SIMON, 


Sir JOHN SIMON said he made no com- 
plaint of the way in which Mr. Chaplin had 
referred to the opponents of the bill, but he 
thought Mr. Balfour in closing the debate on 
the first reading showed a truer appreciation 
of what was the underlying spirit and motive 
of those who had taken part m the debate 
against the Government, when-he said, with 
peffect truth sd far as he (Sir John Simon) 
was concerned, that whatever might be their 
differences of view on the bill, it was obvious 
that there was running all through the de- 
bate a common patriotic purpose to do what 
they believed to be best in the interests of the 
country. (Cheers.) Those who believed it to 
be their duty to resist the bill did not occupy 
the time of the House in professing their 
patriotism. They opposed the bill, not be- 


rcause they objected to the war, but because 


they had the gravest doubts,’ not as to the 
object we were pursuing, but as to the 
method which was recommended by this bill 
of securing that object. (Hear, hear.) They 
believed: that: the method: would not make 
tle country stronger. They might be right 
or wrong, but they would not be debarred 
from doing what they thought right by being 
told that when the General Election came 
they would be tanht their lesson. sie had 
formed his own judgment on the bill, and he 
had taken the course he had in great dis- 
tress and great regret, and he proposed to 
put before the House in moderate compass, 
and, he hoped, with moderate language, the 
conviction he held. It was said the course 
he had adopted was likely to lead to an 
aggravation, rather than a diminution, of 
trouble. That might be so. If he proposed 
that those who held his views were, after the 
bill became law, to meet it with violent re- 
sistance if he were engaged in some ob- 
struction to prevent the bill being considered, 
he would deserve the most severe condemna- 
tion, all the more severe because we were in 
the presence of a great war. But if there 
Was any occasion when it was right and pro- 
per in the course of a war that honest opinion 
should be honestly and moderately stated it 
was when a bill was prevented to the judg- 
ment of the House of Commons. 


WHY HE OPPOSED THE BILL. 

He opposed the bill on the ground of prin- 
ciple and on the ground of expediency, and, 
as the Home Secretary had said, the question 
was one of the cold, hard logic of facts. The 
fact was that there was opposed to the bill 
a body of opinion that based itself on con- 
victions which could not be upset by con- 
siderations of mere expediency—(hear, hear) 
—and he could not believe that the fact of 
such opposition was in itself a fact which 
must be treated as negligible. There were 
& great number of serious, sober, and pa- 
triotic people in this country who would hold 
that by passing this bill we had really lost 
one of the grea? nationa] possessions which 
we entered into this war to defend. (Uneers.) 

THE CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTOR. 

In regard to the conscientious objector, he 
might not be a popular person, but he was 
a perfectly genuine person, and by common con- 
sent his case had got to be met. While he 
did not desire to see any man shield himself 
behind the provision for conscientious chjec- 
tors, unless he held a really deep conscientious 
objection in his own heart, he found it very 
difficult to see how adequate provision was to 
be made for. the genuine conscientious objec- 
tor, while at the same time they avoided 
making the meshes of their net too wide. It 
seemed to be thought that it was sufficient to 
exempt him from ‘combatant duty. But that 
was not the conclusion which he had formed 
from what he had read and seen of this class 
of person. The provision in the bill for the 
conscientious objector was that he might come 
before a tribunal, not very well fitted for 
judging affairs of conscience, not in order to 
prove that he had got such an objection, but 
that the tribunal, after hearing evidence, 
might in their discretion decide whether he 
was to have exemption or not. He did not 
believe that provisions of that sort would be 
found to work at all. (Hear, hear.) 

NATIONAL UNITY. 

He would pass now to the grounds of ex- 
pediency, and he would take the most import- 
ant that could be considered in this connection. 
It was the very grave and critical question 
of national unity. (Cheers.) He was well 
founded when he said that that consideration 
was one of supreme and capital import- 
ance, for those were the very words which the 
Prime Minister used. He knew it. was said 
that this country won through in previous 
wars in spite of serious division in the 
nation. But who was there who had realised, 
and who had rejoiced in the uhity which had 
existed in the country for 17 months, who 
would part with even a fraction of that unity 
for the sake of this bill? (Cheers.) The 
Prime Minister had never doubted, if the 
choice were offered him, which of the two he 
would choose, for he declared that any 
method of compulsion without something in 
the nature of general consent would defeat 
the very purpose on which we were all united. 
When the bill was introduced what were the 

rospects of that general consent? In Septem- 
ba there was the Labour Conference at Bris- 
tol, which had resolved, by an overwhelming 
vote, against military compulsion. ‘They had 
heard in that House, again and «gain, the 
warnings given by Mr. Thomas in respect 
of the railwaymen, and everybody knew the 
obstacle in the way of such a proposal! in 
connection with the great mining industry. 
In that situation. he thought it was in the 
highest degree unfortunate that this bill 
should have been introduced in these cir- 
cumstances. (Cheers.) With those warnings 
‘before them, surely it was the duty of the Go- 
vernment ‘to take the most ge care to 
satisfy the conditions which the Prime Minis- 
ter had laid down. (Cheers.) They based 
their doctrine upon a document which, what- 
ever its merits, could not be described as. an 
accurate statement of the case. 


THE QUESTION OF FIGURES. 

The present Home Secretary was regarted 
as having disposed of his figures. (Hear, 
hear.) The first obvious answer to that was 
that he (Sir John Simon) did not produce 
figures. On the contrary, he complained of 
the absence of them. There were no relevant 
figures by which one could judge whether 
there was a negligible quantity or not. For 
the rest, Mr. Samuel did not deal with 
a single one of the larger criticisms he nile 
in respect of the figures in the Derby 
report. The importance of the whole 
thing was: this—It was desired, as far 
as ssible to secure general consent 
in the ‘matter, and general consent very 
jargely depended upon this—whether 
the conditions Jaid down by the Prime Minis- 
ter had really been satisfied. He was quite 
unable to see “éis in substantial matters these 
conditions had. been satisfied at all, It was 
with great distress and regret that he felt 
bound to reiterate that, so far as he could 
see, there was nothing in the Derby report 
which justified the assertion that the condi- 
tions of the Prime Minister’s pledge had 
arisen. The Prime Minister had given assur- 
ances to married men, but he also gave an 
assurance to the voluntarists, and the com- 
plaint the voluntarists were bound to make

THE PRIME MINISTER. 


Mr. ASQUITH, who was received with 
cheers, seid—It is an unwonted and unwel- 
come task to follow my right hon. friend, not 
as I have been accustomed to do ever since 
the beginning of his career, with admiration 
(and with the same admiration now) and with 
complete agreement, but to ask the House to 
set aside, or, at any rate, reconsider, some of 
the propositions, and in an adverse sense, 
which he has laid before the House.

far removed from the actualitiés which con- 
front us—(cheers)—wandering through the 
groves and along the streams of academic 
thought, and coming upon evils incidental to 
the adoption of compulsion, and on the su- 
periority of voluntary service to the State to 
anything in the nature of coercion. Yes, sir, 
I go with him the whole length in that direc- 
tion. But we are at war. (Cheers.) We are 
engaged in a war in which not only our 
existence, but all those ideals which I share 
with my right hon. friend, are at stake— 
(cheers)—and to contend that it is a deroga- 
tion, with abandonment moral or intellectual 
of our position, as one of the protagonists In | 
that war that we should have adopted for a 
specific, for a limited, and for a. strictly 
guarded purpose, the principle which one of 
our chief and dearest Allies, the French, a 
Republican nation, regards as essential for the 
preservation of their democratic institutions, 
does seem to me to be losing sight of realities 
—(cheers)—or, at any rate, to be forfeiting 
your sense of proportion and perspective. 
NO FEAR OF GENERAL COMPULSION. 
My right hon, friend fears that if the 
bill is carried it may be used as a pre- 
cedent, as a starting point for the adop- 
tion of something in the nature of general 
compulsion. I have ne such fears. 

He has quoted language of mine used in 
regard to the adoption of general compulsion 
oat a couple of months ago, which I repeat 
with the same conviction to-day as I used it 
then. I gave a pledge in redemption of which 
the bill has been introduced, and is going to 
be carried. (Cheers.) I gave that pledge, I 
wont say mainly or entirely, because I had 
first in view the prosecution of the war, but I 
gave that pledge in the hope of maintaining 
and preserving the voluntary system. (Cheers. ) 
I believe I did so.- I am perfectly certain, 


and the evidence accumulates day by day, that | 


if I had not given that pledge, and if the 

House of Commons were not bound by it—if 

the House of Commons had not allowed me to 

perform it—the voluntary system would have 

been dead. (Cheers:) 

THE DISTINCTION BETWEEN MARRIED 
AND SINGLE MEN, 

My right hon. friend says this bill could 
not walk upon its two legs. Why! Apparently 
because in his view it is absolutely illogical 
and impracticable to establish a distinction 
between married and unmarried men. He said 
it was a distinction which did not prevail in 
any Continental or conscriptionist country. 
Curiously enough, it happens to be a distinc- 
tion which has been observed from a very 
ancient date in our own history. We were 
celebrating only a month or two ago the 500th 
anniversary of one of the most famous battles 
in the annals of our Army—the battle of 
Agincourt—and some learned rson has 
brought to light a curious fact illustrating how 
that illustrious Sovereign and warrior who 
then occupied the British Throne—Henry V.— 
recruited his army. The King, starting on 
this campaign, one of the most glorious in 
British annals, gave this direction 
to his Lord Derby—(laughter) :— 

“ Go, recruit the Cheshire and Lancashire and 
Derby hills, that are so free, 

‘‘Not the married men, nor the widow's son; 
no widuw’s curse shall go with me.” 
(Cheers.) And the Director of Recruiting for 
that day, carrymg out his instructions, tells 

us :'— 7 
‘They recruited Cheshire and Lancashire, and 

the Derby hills that are so free, 
“Though no married men, nor widow's son, 

they recruited three thousand men and 

three.”’ 
(Laughter.) So the- distinction between 
married and unmarried, so far from being an 
invention of 1915, is one of the most ancient 
traditions in our history. (Hear, hear.) That, 
pethaps, is not strictly relevant to what my 
right hon. friend said. However that may be, 
it was thought necessary, and I believe the 
necéssity was amply proved, to give this 
undertaking to the-married men; if you were 
not only to save the voluntary system—and 
that in itself is not unimportant—but if we 
were to produce for the purposes of the war 
the men who were urgently and indispensably 
required. (Hear, hear.) 

THE BILL IMPERATIVE. 

I wish to say, with all the emphasis I 
can command, speaking on behalf of 
the whole of my colleagues in the Cabinet 
and in the Government, I wish to say to 
the House and the country, unless you 
enable us by passing this bill to obtain 
these men we cannot do our part in the 
prosecution of this war. (Cheers.) 

It is not a question of bringing in—-what 
I agree is a very disputable, and possibly a 
controversial figure—a number of single men, 
after all exceptions have heen allowed for, 
who have not title to except themselves from 
military service. But it is a question of get- 
ting, in addition to them, the married men 
who have promised to enlist, but whose 
promise was conditional—and, I think, not 
unreasonably conditional in the majority of 
cases—on those that have fewer people de- 
pendent on them, and was more free to dis- 

of their energies and time, and who 

should not hold back from the service of their 
country. (Hear, hear.) I repeat—for this is 
a matter of the gravest national importance— 
that unless the House will give us the oppor- 
tunity of fulfilling that pledge, and taking the 
services. of these men, I will not say it will 
make all the difference to our success or 
failure in the war—that depends upon a 
thousand and one contingencies which Pro- 
vidence alone can decide—but I do say what 
is more important—you will be preventing us 
from fulfilling our obligations to our own 
country and to our Allies. (Hear, hear.) 


PROBLEM OF INDUSTRIAL 
COMPULSION. 

Now, let me deal very briefly with the point 
raised by my right hon. friend, which I know 
has given rise to an enormous amount of mis- 
conception and misunderstanding in some 
classes of opinion in the country—I mean the 
possibility that this bill may be used, not as 
a stepping stone to unive conscription, but 
as a form and instrument of industrial com- 

ion. I I need not say that i 
further from the intentions oí 
framers of the than i 
be used, or should be 


great 
criticisms made by the accredi 
tatives and spokesmen of 
pointed out the possible dang 
seemed to them lurk in this particular 
direction in the framework and phraseo logy 
of the bill. The matter is very difficult, 
The intention is perfectly plain, ‘but to make 
it absolutely certain, A to provide com- 
plete safeguards against the possibility of 
abuse, is not so easy a matter. 
ONE DIFFICULTY, — 
Let me state one difficulty, as it was pre- 


‘sented to me, and as it has presented itself 


to myself. A man who is ma facie liable 
to military service under this bill, being un- 
married, and of. military age, ms 
a certificate of exemption on 
ground that it is ee roo that he 
should not go into the Army, but should 
be employed in some other form of necessary 
national “work. It is proved that it 1s 80. 
and naturally he gets from the tri 
a certificate of exemption, There are two 
ssible d s there of quite different 
inds. On one hand the man who gets 
the certificate: may be in fact a person who 
ought not to be so employed. He may be 
doing work that could be quite as well done 
by a less skilled or less strong man than 
himself, or even by a woman, but he gets 
the certificate of exemption, and escapes 
liability. That is one of the dangers. 
ANOTHER DANGER. | 
The other danger, which I think is much 
more present to the minds of those who re- 
present the interest of Labour, Is thia- -that 
a man who has got a certificate of exemp- 
tion, and is for any reason obnoxious to his 
employer; for instance, by taking an active 
part as a trade unionist in a movement for 
a rise in wages, or for improving the condi- 
tions of labour, and the employer may take 
advantage of this or that pretext to dismiss 
him. Thereupon the man loses his certifi- 
cate of exemption, unless he can get em- 
loyment at once in some similar trade, and 
omes at once, ipso facto, & soldier. Such 
a case as this, I am sure, is at the bottom 
of the minds of a very large number of 
people who had an honest desire to support 
the bill and assist the Government, but 
fear that it may be perverted or abused 
for inditect purposes by unscrupulous and 
unpatriotic employers. In times like these, 
and in the conditions under which we live, 
I hope and believe cases of that kind would 
be very rare. (Cheers.) I think it would be 
a‘libel and a calumny upon the great bulk 
of the employers of the mg! to suppose 
that in adopting a measure of this kind they 
were capable of putting, as it were, into their 
niver, 4 new arrow, which would enable 
em to carry on more effectively than be- 
fore, warfare against their employés. I 
agree that it is a case that ought to be met, 
however, and we are engaged—for it is our 
intention that the war should not be used 
for any form of industrial compulsion—in 
devising machinery and safeguards which 
will prevent the possibility of evasion, and 
of any such use of the measure by any em- 
ployer who may be so minded. I hope our 
efforts may be successful. (Cheers.) 


AN APPEAL TO COMMONSENSE. 

Surely, I may appeal to the good sense 
of my fellow-countrymen, particularly those 
engaged in the industry of the war, to be- 
lieve that nothing could be further, not only 
from the intentions of the Government, but 
from any conception of a wise and statesman- 
like public. policy, than that at a time like 
this we should furnish, even indirectly, either 
employers or workmen, with new ammuni- 
tion, to be expended, not in the defence oí 
their country, but in the pursuit of inter- 
necine industrial strife. We want to co- 
ordinate and concentrate the whole strength 
of the country to an undivided purpose, and 
we shall be not only willing, but anxious 
and eager, to receive any suggestion that 
may come from any quarter to make the 
possibility of such abuse of the bill incon- 
ceivable. Sir John Simon said truly that I 
laid great stress, when speaking of the possi- 
bility of the application of general compul- 
sion, as well as the application of the much 
more limited form of compulsion contained 
in this bill, on the importance of national 
unity, and of obtaining, as 1 expressly said, 
not universal—for that is out of the question 
—but something in the nature of general 
assent. I still hold to that view—(cheers)— 
and I am sanguine enough to think that 
when the provisions of this bill, the circum- 
stances of its introduction, the extent of its 
scope, the absolute military ‘necessity which 
it 18 intended to meet—when these things 
are realised and understood, as they are 
being understood more already, day by day 
—(cheers)——by the masses of our fellow: 
countrymen, and when the very natural ap- 
prehensions and suspicions—I would have 
entertained them myself—which surround 
any proposal, however limited and guarded, 
for compulsion, are dispelled and allayed, as 
I think they ought to be, and when, on the 
top of that they receive the assurance which 
I give in the fullest measure on behalf of the 
Government, that we are prepared to listen 
to every suggestion to seals the bill to the 
purpose for which it is 
to revent its being used or per- 
verted for any other purpose—I believe 
when all these things are done—and they 
are being done day by day—we shall have—I 
am not sure. we have not got it even now— 
see: mee very condition of something like 
general assent, which I regarded then, and 
regard now, as of vital importance. (Cheers.) 
We do not want—what Government in its 
senses would want, in the middle of a great 
war, when the concentration of national 
energy is of fundamental and vital import 
ance—we do not want to divide the opinions 
and the sentiments of our fellow-countrymen. 
Let them be assured that there is nothing be- 
hind this bill, no ulterior purpose, no con- 
cealed intention, no sibility of perversion 
or abuse. (Cheers.) Let them realise that it 
is brought in in fulfilment of a definite and 
honourable pledge, without the redemption of 
which we might lose the services of something 
like half a million of men. Let them further 
understand that, in the opinion of those who 
know the whole military and strategic situa- 
tion, the resources which, without this bill, 
we cannot bring into the field as and when 
they are needed, will, under it, become avail- 
able for the prosecution of our causé, and, I 
hope and believe, for the achievement of 
victory. When that is once understood, as | 
hope it will be,.I should like to get from 
the House the second reading of the bill with- 
out dissent. (Loud cheers.) I do not believe 
you could strike a more effective blow at this 
moment for the success of our arms, and the 
victory of our cause. (Renewed cheers.) But, 
if that be impossible, let us at least, when 
such protests as there may be have been re- 
co —let, us set to work to make the bill 
an acceptable measure in all respects, safe- 
guard its provisions against all possible abuse, 
and, if, as is possible, and not. only possible, 
but, I trust, able, during the weeks which 
must elapse ore this bill comes into effec- 
tive operation, men who have hitherto held 
back come forward, and, at their own free 
will, place themselves at the service of the 
State, we shall have obtained a result at 
which we may look back with satisfaction, 
and which will give to us a new asset of in- 
calculable value for the prosecution of the 
war, (Loud and prolonged cheers.) ' 


SIR HENRY DALZIEL, 


Sir H. DALZIEL said that the questions of 
principle Were no longer behind the opposition 
to the bill He was puzzled at the position of 
Sir John Simon, for ke was party to the 
Prime Minister's pledge. He was out to win 
if the gamble had come off, and he would 
have shared in the profit. (Hear, hear.) He 
would like to know, therefore, at what date 
the right hon. gentleman made up his mind 
that principle of -voluntaryism was vital, 
As the inventor of the green form, if he ob- 
jected to compulsion, what right had he to 
stop hundreds of young men leaving this 
cou before this bill was the law of the 
land? (Cheers.) Was that not a part of the eom- 
‘pulsion policy? The right hon, gentleman had 
an enormous responsibility in this matter, 
and even at this eleventh hour he hoped he 
would see his way to withdraw his opposition

MH. A. HENDERSON. 


Mr. ARTHUR HENDERSON, who was 
loudly cheered on rising, said it was a matter 
of great satisfaction to him that the assur- 
ances given by the Prime Minister had made 
it possible for him to remain for the present 
a member of a Government which was re- 
garded both at home and abroad as the 
symbol of national unity. (Hear, hear.) He 
was determined, for bis part, to add nothing 
to the difficulties of the Prime Minister, and 
thus run the risk of losing the right hon. 
gentleman’s service to the buail in such a 
time of trial and crisis. (Hear, hear.) He 
would warn the House that unless our re- 
sources were used to the full we should not 
win the war, but would only be prolonging 
the agony, reducing to wastage all our pre- 
vious efforts, ending eventually with an in- 
conclusive peace. If they passed the bill. on 
the other hand, it would encourage our Allies, 
because the measure would mean the breaking 
with a great tradition and would prove that 
we meant business. (Cheers.) If he came 
forward to-night on behalf of compulsion he 
did so because he was convinced that some 
measure of compulsion was a military neces- 
sity. It was obviously impossible to give the 
military reasons. - Berlin knew too much al- 
weady. (Cheers.) He had spoken to 
Lord Kitchener. as ate as vester- 
day, and he had his authority for 
saying that we required not onjv the 
unmarried men who had attested and the 
married men waiting to be called up, but the 
whole available section of the 651,000 with 
whom this measure dealt, and even then there 
would be a further margin to obtain by volun. 
tary means. Trade unionism had always been 
in favour of-compulsion for the measures thev 
advocated, and if that were so, how could they 
deny it for the purpose of saving the nation? 
(Loud cheers.) He appealed to the Labour 
members to join with the rest of the House in 
sending a.message to their fellow-workmen at 
Liége, assuring them that the hour of their 
deliverance was not far off. (Cheers.)

Sin,—As a follower of isaac Butt, Parnell, 
and, up till recently, Mr. Kedmorid, Í desire 
to protest against tue humiliating degradation 
which apparently is to be brought upon us 
by our represdutatives in Parliament in ob- 
taining our exclusion from thé national con- 
scription which is about to be adopted, almost 
unanimously, by Mngland, Scotland, and 
Wales, as well as the greater part of Lurope. 

There are now no lrishmen so ignorant of 
the plain facts as not to recognise that we 
owe our present safety to the British Navy 
and those that are fighting for us in the Army. 
in other words, these have stood between us 
and the fate of Belgium and Serbia. This 
state of abject slavery has been brought about 
by the revolting terrors which have been 
only too well. authenticated—mutilated 
children writhimg on the bayonets of the 
savage Huns; priests in groups stripped 
naked and herded with swine in pigsties; 
women subjected to outrages poo horrible to 
contemplate. . 

It is idle to say of our deliverers that they 
they are professional men or volunteers. They 
have done their duty, and no more. — Great 
Britain has at last realised that the “ slacker ’ 
who refuses to strike a blow in defence of the 
women, children, and other non-combatants 
is a traitor to his country and to liberty, and 
should be allowed none of the privileges of 
citizenship. What would a man say whose 
house was attacked by robbers if one of his 
sons concealed himself in safety and refused 
to fight with the rest?

Str,—The letter of Dr. Gibbon, of Mullin- 
gar, in your issue of the 10th instant, will, I 
trust, have the effect of inducing the Trea- 
sury to authorise some more rational means 
whereby subscribers in Ireland may obtain 
these bonds than that of applying to the 
Bank of England, and then having all this 
bother about war risk insurance before they 
can secure delivery of the bonds. The pro- 
cedure acts as an absolute deterrent to 
would-be subscribers, and is calculated to 
defeat the very object the Government have 
in view. 

I am inclined to think, however, that Dr. 
Gibbon is labouring under a misapprehension 
when he says that the Bank of Ireland issued 
the 45 per cent. War Loan Bonds or Scrip. 
Had that been the case, land other customers 
of that Bank would not have received letters 
from that institution inquiring whether the 
bonds we had bought were to be transmitted 
from the Bank of England to them, for 
transmission by them to us, at our risk, or 
whethet they should have them insured at 
our expense against war, etc., risks. I be 
lieve that the Bank of Ireland was really but 
an intermediary between the Bank of Eng 
land and subscribers to the Loan, though 
why that should have been the case the ordi- 
nary man is at a loss to understand. 

Mr. James J. Purdon, of Waterford, in 
your issue of to-day, has raised ap issue less 
difficult to deal with, when he makes allusion 
to what mother Post Office should do and 
what interest she should pay. Let Mr. 
Purdon take his ten thousand pounds to 
Waterford Post Office, and there apply for 
200 Exchequer 5 per cent. Bonds of £50 each, 
and he will not have to take the money home 
again. As is well known, from Monday last, 
5 per cent. Exchequer Bonds of £5, £20, and 
£50 each can be obtained through the agency 
of the Post Office; and, though anyone apply- 
ing for bonds afhounting to a total of £100 or 
upwards will be told that single bonds of 
£100, £200, and £500 are issued by the Bank 
of England, he will, nevertheless, if he pre- 
fers, be allowed to make up his total with 
bonds of the smaller denominations. 

Mr. Purdon will see that the means of ob- 
taining a return of 5 per cent. on unexcep- 
tional security has thus been opened to every 
depositor in a post office or other savings 
bank who possesses £5 or upwards. But 
what one is disposed to ask is why this easy 
procedure should be restricted to applicants 
for small amounts—in short, why should not 
applicants for bonds of the higher amounts 
also be allowed to work through the Post 
Office? No one will make me believe that 
people who subscribe through the Post Office 
will subsequently be bothered about this war 
risk insurance and such like, before they 
can receive what they have paid fér.—Yours, 
etc., “ AntTI-Rep Taper.”

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THE PRICE OF COAL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—The Government has taken power 
during the war, by Order in Council, to re: 
quisition ships to carry foodstuffs and other

A STRIKING SPEECH, 

Sir Edward Carson yesterday afternoon at- 
tended-a Juncheon at the Savoy Hotel given 
be the Court of Directors of the Institute of 
lndustry. 

Before Sir Edward Carson's speech a dis- 
cussion was opened by the Chairman of the 
Institute, Mr. J. Taylor Peddie, who gave an 
address on “The New National Business 
Policy, in which he explained the difference 
between the new science of “ national econo- 
mics’ and the old one of “ political 
economy.” 

sir Edward Carson said, if he was to judge 
by the number of circulars, prospectuses, and 
memoranda issued by institutions and socie- 
ties, which were growing up, similar to the 
one he was addressing, he must come to the 
conclusion that many minds were busy lookin 
with considerable interest to the sommencial 
and financial future of this country and of the 
Empire as the outcome of the war. Some of 
them would be mushroom societies, and he 
warned business men that if they were going 
to be cffective they should concentrate, and 
not dissipate, their forces. That was a very 
healthy sign, but what did it mean? It 
meant that the country had made up its mind 
that the treasure of men and money which it 
was now expending should not be spent in 
vain—(hear, hear)—and that. ip framing the 
terms of peace and in pursuing Widustrial and 
commercial policies after the war, we were 
resolved that we should purge our system of 
everything inimical to our own interests which 


could be used by the hostile foreigner as a | 


weapon against us. 
NO IMMATURE PEACE, 1 

We were not going to allow, as we dfd in 
the past, our hospitality to be abused by giv- 
ing opportunities to forge the means for our 
own undoing. (Cheers.) How was it to be 
accomplished? He advised every man who 
had the interest of the commercial and in- 
dustrial future of the country at heart to 
watch every symptom of peace. He begged 
them to take care that our love of peace and 
our anxiety for our kith and kin, who were 
in danger did not lead us to an immature 
peace, which might be a temporary alleviation 
of our sufferings, but which would not be the 
fulfilment of the duty which we owed to those 
who came after us. There were many broad 
eonsiderations and lessons to be Jearned from 
the war, and whatever the result of the war 
might be it might turn out to be a blessing 
that they read the lessons aright. The first 
great lesson that they had to learn was that war 
was not waged in modern times ‘py armies 
and ravies alone, but by skilful commercial 
and financial’ measures, which were carefully 
interwoven, and all the more dangerous be 
cause they seemed to be the instfument not 
of war but the instrument of peace. 

IMPERIAL INDEPENDENCE. 

Much had to be done by ourselves at the 
conclusion of the war, and he endorsed the 

licy enunciated by the President of the 

rd of Trade regarding Imperial self-de- 
pendence, and said that we must in the fullest 
sense be an independent nation and Empire. 
(Cheers.) Further, we had learnt from the 
war, among other things, the need to give 
more attentton to the foreign Press in neutral 
and other countries. Politics were as. nothing 
compared with country. (Cheers.) The 
first question that would. arise was the 
position of the Empire as a whole, and the 
recognition of the priceless services rendered 
by the great Dominions beyond the seas. 

It was for the latter to put forward 
proposals, but they must be incorporated in 
eur Imperial counsels, and we must run the 
Empire for our mutal benefit. (Cheers.) Our 
public debt, enormously increased, would 
have to be provided for in income and in- 
terest, and whatever our politics were we 
muse recast our whole system of raising re- 
venue in this country. (Hear, hear.) 

NO MORE CATCHWORDS. 

The country was far too much governed by 
catchwords and perorations—(laughter}—the 
fetishes of free trade and tair trade. They 
must abandon these and other party cries, and 
proceed to raise revenue in the best interests 
ofthe. country. (Hear, hear.) Let us get 
rid, for (God's sake, of the distinction between 
elasses and masses. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) 
Any policy they framed must be framed in 
such a way that they preserved no selfish 
inteerst. International law and treaties and 
conventions, however solemn, had all broken 
down, and we had also learnt that the most 
expensive thing we could maintain was a 
State unprepared or a State in a panic. 
Finaily, and above all, they must try and rid 
themselves of the root of all evil, and end of 
all government, and that was the misleading 
of our people by the science of vote-catching.

sum (a) had all been allocated, except £4,5v0. 

In October, 1914, a grant of £1,000 of this 
£4,500 was recommended for the improvement 
of the communication between the new har- 
bour at Helvick and Dungarvan. In Novem- 
ber, 1914, the Commissioners considered an 
application from the Department for an extra 
advance of £20,000 (independent of those al- 
ready recommended) for harbour works, and 
refused it for the present.
